(1) On and after My 1, 2002, al | per sons or
corporations desiring to engage in the business of plunbing
contractor, other than any entity that maintains an audited
net worth of shareholders' equity equal to or exceeding
$100, 000, 000, shall register in accor dance W th t he
provi sions of this Act.

(2) Application for registration shall be filed with the
Department each year, on or before the | ast day of Septenber
Apritt, in witing and on forns prepared and furni shed by the
Depart nent. Al'l plunbing contractor registrations expire on
the | ast day of Septenber Aprtt of each year.

(3) Applications shall contain the nanme, address, and

tel ephone nunber of the person and the plunbing |license of

(1) the individual, if a sole proprietorship; (ii) the
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partner, if a partnership; or (iii) an officer, if a
cor porati on. The application shall contain the business
name, address, and tel ephone nunber, a current copy of the
plunbing license, and any other information the Departnent
may require by rule.

(4) Applicants shall submt an original «certificate of
i nsurance docunenting that the contractor carries general
l[iability insurance wth a m ni mum  of $100, 000 per
occurrence, bodily injury insurance wth a mninum of
$300, 000 per occurrence, property damage insurance wth a
m ni mum of $50, 000, and wor kers conpensation insurance with a
m ni mum $500, 000. No registration my be issued in the
absence of this certificate. Certificates nust be in force
at all times for registration to remain valid

(5) Applicants shall submt, on a formprovided by the
Departnment, an indemnification bond in the anount of $20, 000
or a letter of credit in the sanme anmount for work perforned
in accordance with this Act and the rules pronul gated under
this Act.

(6) Al enployees of a registered plunbing contractor
who engage in plunbing work shall be |I|icensed plunbers or
apprentice plunbers in accordance with this Act.

(7) Plunbing contractors shal | subm t an annua
registration fee in an amount to be established by rule.

(8) The Departnent shall be notified in advance of any
changes in the business structure, nane, or |ocation or of
the addition or deletion of the owner or officer who is the
licensed plunber Ilisted on the application. Failure to
notify the Departnment of this information is grounds for
suspensi on or revocation of the plunbing contractor's
regi stration

(9) In the event that the plunber's license on the
application for registration of a plunbing contractor is a

license issued by the Gty of Chicago, it shall be the
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responsibility of the applicant to forward a copy of the
pl unber's license to the Departnent, noting the name of the
regi stered plunbing contractor, when it is renewed.

Sec. 18. Local regul ation; Departnent standards.

(1) It is hereby declared to be the policy of this State
that each city, town, village, township or county with a
wat er supply system or sewage di sposal systemor both should
so soon after the enactnent of this Act as practicable, with
the advice of the State Departnment of Public Health, provide
by ordinance, bylaws or rules and regulations for the
materials, construction, alteration, and inspection of al
pl unbi ng placed in or in connection with any building in any
such city, town, village, township, or county and to provide
for and appoint a conpetent Plunbing |Inspector or nore as
required. The Departnment may by rule establish voluntary
standards for the content and conduct of [|ocal plunbing
regulation and inspection prograns and may evaluate and
certify local prograns that are in conpliance wth the
voluntary standards. The Departnment may by rule establish
voluntary education, training, and experience standards for
Plumbing Inspectors and may certify Plunbing | nspectors who
are in conpliance with the voluntary standards. Nothing
contained in this Act shall prohibit any city, town, village,
townshi p or county fromproviding for a Plunbing Inspector or
from requiring permts for the installation and repair of

pl unmbing and collecting a fee therefor, but a city, town,

village, township, or county that requires a permt for

installation and repair of plunbing may not issue that permt

wi thout verification that the applicant has a valid plunbing

|icense. No person shall be appointed as a Pl unbing I nspector

who is not a Ilicensed plunber wunder this Act, including
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persons enpl oyed as Plunbing Inspectors in hone rule units.

(2) The Departnment of Public Health shall conduct
inquiry in any city, town, village, township, or county or at
any other place in the State when reasonably necessary in the
judgnment of the Director of the Departnent of Public Health
to safeguard the health of any person or persons in this
State, on account of piping or appurtenant appliances within
any building, or outside, when such piping and appliances are
for the use of plunbing as defined in this Act and for the
use of carrying sewage or waste within or from any buil di ng.

The Depar t ment of Public Health may conduct such
inquiries in any city, town, village, township or county in
this State by directing the Plunbing Inspector thereof to aid
in or conduct such inquiry or investigation in behalf of the
Department of Public Health or the Departnment of Public
Health may designate sone other person or persons to conduct
such investigation.

6 of Article VII1 of the Illinois Constitution of 1970 the

power to regulate the licensing of plunbers, to promul gate

t he- pronul gatt en-of a m ni num pl unbi ng code of standards, and
the--power to regulate the registration of irrigation

contractors and plunbing contractors shall, except as may

ot herwi se be provided within and pursuant to the provisions
of Section 16 and Section 16.1 of this Act, be exercised by
the State and nay not be exercised by any wunit of |ocal
government, including home rule units.
